Inadequacy of Relief in St. Louis 
a Growing Problem. 

The inadequacy of relief to the 
destitute has been a problem of in- 
creasing gravity in St. Louis since 
last September, when the city’s $8,-

money for direct relief has come 
through the State Social Security 
Commission. 

Statements, protests, resolutions 
and demands that something be 
done to remedy the situation, have 
come in crescendo from civic, la- 
bor, religious and other groups 
since Oct. 2 when R. J. Crump, 
then relief administrator, an- 
nounced there would be only 31386, 
000 available to meet relief needs 
estimated for that month at 3270, 
000. 
Although that month marked the 
approximate beginning of the pres- 
ent business recession, with its 
widespread increase in unemploy- 
ment, there has been no compar- 
able increase in the State’s month- 
ly relief. allotments—the total for 
February is $165,500—and the ap- 
peals of those organizations inter- 
ested in the plight of the needy 
have reached their greatest volume 
this month.

MINNEAPOLIS UNION SUES

NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—A $470,000 
libel suit was filed in United States 
District Court today against the 
Daily Worker, Communist newspa- 
per, by Local No. 544 of the Gene 
eral Drivers’ Union of Minneapolis, 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

The complaint alleges that on 16 
occasions the Daily Worker falsely 
and maliciously designated the 
plaintiffs—who include individual 
union officers and members — as 
“Trotskyite racketeers, gangsters, 
gunmen and associates of the em- 
ployers and the underworld.” 

A general allegation was made 
that Stalinist Communists were in 
a conspiracy to injure the union 
men’s reputation among American 
workers, and particularly those of 
Minneapolis. Albert Goldman, Chi- 
cago labor attorney, who is of coun- 
se] for the plaintiffs, said the suit 
was an aftermath of the killing 
last November of Patrick J. Cor 
coran, Minneapolis labor leader.

Delegate Says It Will Quit In- 
ternational Federation if 
Russia Joins, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 16. — The 
Amercan Federation of Labor has 
rejected Joseph Stalin’s suggestion 
that the working classes in other 
countries give political aid to the 
Soviet Government in the event of 
“military attack on our country.” 

Matthew Woll, vice-president of 
the organization, made the an- 
nouncement today. 

The Soviet regime deserves no 
more support from organized la- 
bor in democratic countries than 
do the governments of Hitler and 
Mussolini,” said Woll. Speaking 
for the nearly 4,000,000 American 
workers affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, I am au- 
thorized to say that American work- 
ers will not permit themselves to 


become embroiled in war to help 
save Stalin's dictatorship.” 
Stalin’s Appeal. 

Stalin in Mescow this week pub- 
lished a letter in which he said: 
“The aid of the international pro- 
letariat appears to be a force with- 
out which the final victory of So- 
cialism in one country is not to be 
decided.” He said such aid “should 
be joined with our work of increas- 
ing the defense capacity of our 
country, of strengthening the Red 
army and the Red navy and the 
‘mobilization of the whole country 
and with our struggle against 
armed attacks. ... It is neces- 
sary to organize political aid by 
the ‘working class of bourgeois 
countries for the working class of 
our country in case of military at- 
tack on our country.” 

Woll. has been selected by the 
Executive Committee of the A. F. 
of L. to represent it at Oslo, Nor- 
way, in May at the meeting of the 
International Federation of Trade 
Unions. He said he bed been in- 
structed by the committee to op- 
pose “unalterably” there a proposal 
to admit the trade unions of Rus- 
sia into the International Federa- 
tion.

the navy. 

Referring to the anti-Communist 
pact signed by the three Powers, 
Scott said: 

Japan's espionage is well known, 
and the propaganda being spread 
in South America by Germany and 
Italy is likewise well-known. 

“I believe this Government should 
recognize the possibility of a con- 
certed effort on the part of those 
three nations to spread Fascism to 
the United States by one means or 
another.” 

In reference to the demand by 
Fish that the Neutrality Act be in- 
voked against Japan because of its 
war on China, Scott asserted that 
such action would “endanger” this 
country’s neutrality rather than 


protect it. 


Scott asserted the United States 
“could not fear too much the possi- 
bility of any illogical action by Hit- 
ler, Mussolini and the. Mikado.” 

Fish replied that might be true 
of each ot those rulers at home but 
he expressed belief they all had 
their hands too full of domestic 
troubles to give this country cause 
for worry.

Fish said R. Walton Moore, coun- 
selor of the State Department, had 
informed him Japan had agreed to 
stop all its salmon fishing “off our 
coast.” Fish added he assumed all 
the Japanese boats soon would be 
withdrawn from Alaskan waters. 
He said he understood there still 
was some dispute with Japan over 
crab-fishing.

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BIRTHDAY FOR THE CITY MANAGER PLAN. 

The thirtieth anniversary of the establishment of 
the city manager system of government in Staunton, 
Va., comes as a reminder of the definite place in 
American local government which the city manager 
plan now holds. Many who live in boss-ridden, 
politician-infested cities may not be aware of it, but 
there are communities—more than 450 of them—in 
the United States which have applied the principles 
of sound administration to city government. 

Cincinnati, with its population of upward of a half- 
million, is the largest. Polk City, Fla., with its 222 
residents, is the smallest. In between are com- 
munities of varying sizes in all parts of the coun- 
try which have seen municipal services improved 
and relative costs reduced through development of an 
efficient civil service and elimination of spoils. 

The plan is not fool-proof. Politicians made it a 
football in Cleveland, and it exists in name only in 
Kansas City. But, as always, the exceptions prove 
the rule. Little Staunton—cradle as well of Wood- 
row Willison, who strove mightily to make a science 
of government—is entitled to a generous salute for 
the trail it has blazed.

While the new order provides for the deposit of up 
to $100,000,000 in gold with the Federal Reserve 
banks each quarter, it is not likely, under the exact 
provisions of the order, that the amount deposited 
will exceed $60,000,000 or $70,000,000 a quarter. Each 
dollar in gold so deposited is capable of opening up 
$10 in bank credit. Thus, in the course of a year, 
a potential credit expansion of between two and a 
half and three billion dollars is in sight. 

We frankly doubt, however, that this move in itself 
will have much effect toward halting deflation or 
achieving what President Roosevelt calls “reflation.” 
The American people, as was shown in the devalua- 
tion maneuver four years ago, have a rather static 
conception of the value of the dollar, a conception 
which changes in consonance with changed business 
conditions rather than in response to attempted 
manipulations of the currency. ä 

The average citizen—the average business man 
is likely to be only superficially concerned with the 
fact that the Government, instead of continuing to 
bury the new gold it acquires in the fastnesses of 
the Kentucky hills, is going to deposit it in the Fed- 
éral Reserve banks. The change in the gold steril- 
ization policy is good as far as it goes, but it will 
“take more concrete action than this to induce _busi- 
ness recovery. 


NOTE ON WOMEN’S BOSSES. 

“Woman is woman’s natural ally,” runs a Greek 
proverb, but a modern scientist, prying about, has 
unearthed some figures tending to prove otherwise. 
The savant responsible for the contradicting statistics 
is Dr. Donald A. Laird, psychologist at Colgate Uni- 
versity. Dr. Laird asked 521 employed women wheth- 
er they preferred men or women as bosses, and found 
that all but one preferred men. 

Some of the reasons why they preferred men are: 
It’s easier to be dictated to by men; women let per- 
sonal things creep into their work; men don’t get 
angry telling you about errors; women find fault 
more, and so on. 

All this, of course, is the very Balm of Gilead to 
men. With the women themselves showing such a 
sensible and appreciative attitude toward men, it may 
be quite some time yet before we go over to the 
matriarchal system. 
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CHANGE IN WATERFOWL REGULATIONS. 

Thomas J. Lynch, Acting Director of Conservation 
of the State of Illinois, is attempting to obtain the 
agreement of the United States Biological Survey to 
two changes in waterfowl regulations. One is to ꝓer- 
mit hunters to have two days“ limit (in the case of 
ducks, 20) in possession; the other is to permit state 
conservation directors to zone their states for the 
waterfowl hunting season. 

Under the present regulations, hunters are re- 
stricted to a daily bag limit of 10 ducks, which like- 
wise is the possession limit. This makes it difficult, 
‘and often impossible, for a man to hunt two days in 
a row. For, if the law be strictly observed, the 10 
ducks. he kills the first day must be disposed of 


ship the first day's kill to his home for distribution, 
but to be within the law the dacks must be so dis- 
tributed by 7 the following morning, or the sports- 
man must forego the second day’s shooting. 

So stringent a provision invites evasion and cre- 
ates a hard enforcement problem. When joined with 
the many other severe restrictions on the taking of 
waterfowl, it becomes unjustified and unreasonable. 

At present, states are zoned and allotted hunting 
dates on the theory that these dates conform to the 
movements of ducks. Thus, in the Northern states, the 
season is from Oct. 9 to Nov. 7; in the Central states, 
including Illinois and Missouri, it runs from Nov. 1 
to Nov. 30; in the Southern states, from Nov. 25 
to Dec. 25. Since Illinois is a long State from north 
to south, it has widely differing climatic conditions, 
of which Federal regulations take no account. An 
ideal arrangement of open season dates for hunters 
in Northern Illinois would be unsatisfactory for hunt- 
ers in the southern part, where the main flight would 
naturally arrive later. If Mr. Lynch’s suggestion is 
entertained, practical application could be given to 
the Biological Survey’s theory.

We have 
now, and have had since the days 
of Canning and the enunciation of 
the Monroe Doctrine, an indissolu- 
ble national interest in the fact that 
Britain’s navy renders it impossible 
for any other European country to 
send a fleet into this hemisphere. 

The facts of geography and the 
facts of history, not propaganda, 
not the blandishments of British 
diplomats, not the gullibility of 
American diplomats, have created 
a common interest between Britain 
and America. There is no point in 
pretending that it does not exist. 

The indubitable truth is that the 
continuation of British sea power 
in European waters is as much a 
vital link in our defenses as are the 
Panama C al or Pearl Harbor, 
and the destruction of British sea 
power would be a major disaster 
for the United States.

ALDERMEN, MAYOR CONFER 


Nothing to Be Done With Them 
Until State of Finances Is 
Determined. 


Four revenue bills pending in the 
Board of Aldermen since last 
spring were the principal subject 
of discussion at a conference of 
the board’s 10 committee chairmen 
with Mayor Dickmann and the city 
department heads. yesterday. The 
meeting was called because the 
Legislation Committee wanted to 
know what to wo with the meas- 
ures before the annual session ends 
April 18. 

It was decided to do nothing until 
the state of city finances is de- 
termined near the end of the ses- 
sion. Mayor Dickmann said to re- 
porters that it was hoped now there 
would be a substantial reduction 
in the deficit, which was $2,118,590 
when the fiscal year began. The 
pending bills would increase the 
city gasoline tax, impose a grad- 
uated tax on amusement admis- 
sions, tax cigarettes and tax ad- 
vertising revenue of newspapers 
and other publications. 

All members of the Board of Al- 
dermen were invited to another 
meeting with the Mayor next Fri- 
day. In the meantime department 
heads will list those of the 170 
pending bills they most desire to 
have passed at this session.

HERE are several reasons.

Tear after 
year, they come back and their 
audiences grow bigger, and don’t 
seem to mind the fact that the act 
never changes very radically. 

In 1927, the trio added “The 
Home Folks,” and the big- 
gest and highest-paid act in show 
business. The three Weavers were 
playing the RKO circuit, and “the 
boss” in New York wanted them 
to elose the bill.

They took two weeks off, left 
their tour in Denver and headed 
for the Missouri hills. They had 
promised to return with a full 
troupe—an entirely new act. In 
Springfield, they turned the big, old 
house in which they then lived, into 
a four-deck rehearsal hall. They 
scoured the hills for “home folks”— 
not actors, but fiddlers, guitar play- 
ers, ballad singers, and “natural” 
comedians. \ 

They were all gathered together 
in the big house, with the two 
weeks rapidly fading. 

On the top floor, Elviry trained 
her girls—her singers and her 
chorus. On the other floors, were 
yodelers and saw-players. In the 
basement there was an Arkansan 
who. could call hogs and jump over 
a broomstick held in both hands. 
On the first floor, Rufe Davis, who 
has been doing all right for him- 
self in pictures these days, was imi- 
tating animals and mouth harps. 

It was a heaven (or hell, depend- 


ing on how you look at it) of hill- 
billy music and strange noises. But 
out of it all there emerged an act 
which had a lot to do with carry- 
ing the Weavers through the dark 
days. ° 

First of all, it was an act which 
made theater managers glad to 
light long-dark halls, because it was 
a full show in itself—some 60 min- 
utes. Then, it “saved” the Weav- 
ers from the grind of four and five 
shows a day—there is only time for 
two. : 

The home folks remained just 
that—a little baffled by Pullman 
berths and theater ways. They 
balked, for instance, at going to 
England to play. The Weavers, 
who had been enthusiastically re- 
ceived there once, were interested 
in the pleas of London bookers, 

Their troupe definitely was not. 
The ocean was too unlike a Mis- 
souri cornfield.. And far, far too 

The Weavers have never turned 
to smut as did so many big-time 
acts in a desperate effort to hold 
their audiences. The Weavers 
have found purity days at the box- 
office. 

Theirs is a homely entertain- 
ment—no “city tricks” for their 
guitar players, just Ozarks music. 
When Abner, who is Leon Weaver, 
and the oldest of the trio, talks to 
the audience, he is like a country 
school teacher proudly showing a 


P. T. A. meeting what his young-/|- 


sters can do. 

Cicero, who is Frank, shows his 
embarrassment by shifting from 
one foot to the other—and then at- 
tempts to hide his befuddlement by 
whipping out his turnip-size watch 
and looking at it with self-conscious 
pride. 

Elviry, who is June; wife of 
Frank, and, oddly enough, former 
wife of Leon, is as stubborn as a 
mule, and doesn’t care who knows 
it. 

Only in the definitely foreign dis- 
tricts of New York City have the 
Weavers found audiences which sat 
dumbly and wondered what in the 
world was going on up there on the 
stage. Usually, the big cities get“ 


the characters better than do the 
smaller ones, 

And because they like these three 
people, their audiences don’t want 
the Weavers to change. Frank and 
Leon sang “Down in Arkansaw”. 
which they had run upon one day 
in an old Will Rossiter song book, 
tor so many years they got sick 
of hearing themselves do it. So 


"one year they left it out of their 


act—for one performance. Indig- 
nant Weaverophiles demanded that 
this integral part of the act be 


returned, and it was. 

Last year, the Weavers listened 
to the sun-kissed call of Holly- 
wood. They signed with Warner 
Brothers and early in January their 
first picture, “Swing Your Lady,” 
was released. The Weavers didn’t 
steal the show; but they showed up 
to good advantage, and after the 
film was assembled and screened the 
studio ordered a lot of Weaver se- 
quences picked up off the cutting 
room floor and reinserted in. the 
picture.
